THREE- AND-QUARTER BILLION DOLS NVN SAYS PROMISED BY NIXON 
FIRST SPECIFIC AID PRICE TAG COME TO LIGHT. ASKED IF 
EXISTENCE NIXON LETTER WOULD APPEAR CONTRADICT HAK 
STATEMENT THAT AMOUNT NOT AGREED ON, REP MCCLOSKEY SAID, 
"I DON'T KNOW - NOT TILL I SEE IT" (AP, BALTO N-A 2/2). 

US OFFICIALS SAY NIXON TOLD NVN IN FEB 73 COULD RECEIVE 
3.25 BILLION DOLS IN ECON AID IF OBSERVED C-F. DOS 
SPOKESMAN REJECTS NVN CLAIM THAT MEMO CONSTITUTED PLEDGE 
US AID, SINCE ANY FIGURE USED WAS FOR DISCUSSION, SUBJECT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO JOINT ECON COUNCIL APPROVAL (REUTER WASHINGTON 2/2).
